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BEEF CATTLE — A SOUND INVESTMENT 


In good times or bad, an investment in livestock is always sound busi- 
ness. Some years the investment pays a bigger dividend than others but 
over the long pull, livestock sales have, and always will, be an important 
part of the smart farmer’s overall production program. The latest USDA 
report indicates that farm receipts during the first four months of 1960 de- 
clined 3 percent. However, livestock income was down only 2 percent while 
that for crops dropped 4 percent. These figures indicate the livestock pro- 
ducer fared better than the straight grain farmer. 


The University of Illinois released a study in early April showing 
average returns for major livestock enterprises for the last five years and 
comparisons with 10 years ago. The figures are based on per $100 feed cost. 
These figures show that in 1959 the beef cow herd was the best investment. 
Beef cow herds returned $147 per $100 feed cost as compared with $114 for 
hogs, $191 for dairy cattle, $120 for poultry and $102 for sheep. These figures 
take on more meaning when the estimates of average break-even returns 
to cover total costs of production are considered. These estimates in 1959 
were hogs, $145; beef cow herds, $145; dairy herds, $200; and larger poultry 
flocks, $175. Only the beef cow herd showed a greater return than estimated 
costs. Both last year and in the 10-year average comparison the beef cow 
man fared better than the farmer who purchased feeders to consume his 
grains and forages. 


The 1959 figures do not bear out our contention that all livestock is a 
sound investment but the 10-year figures show substantial returns for 
livestock over feed costs. They also indicate that those farmers who combine 
a beef-swine operation are on a sounder footing than those who put “all 
their eggs in one basket’’. 


Arnold Erickson, market specialist for the Corn Belt Farm Dailies, re- 
cently wrote in the Chicago Daily Tribune: “There is little doubt among 
cattlemen that the last seven years were a period of the healthiest 
market stability in almost a half century. Data show that the margin over 
feed grain costs was the widest in history. Annual average prices paid for 
cattle by federally inspected packers in the last seven years showed a 
fluctuation of only $7.55, little more than half the fluctuation of $15.05 in 
the preceding seven years.” 


Yes, livestock, especially the beef cow herd, is a sound investment. It 
provides a dependable, relatively stable market for home-raised grains, it 
utilizes roughages and grasses that might otherwise be wasted and provides 
“off season” use of time and labor. The profit is there for those with the 
know how. 
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
